REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  time  has  again  come  for  our  annual  statement  concerniug- 
the  schools.  We  iiave  endeavored  to  work  for  the  advancement 
of  our  pupils  and  the  best  interest  of  the  town.  The  small 
number  of  scholars  and  the  wide  distances,  present  difficult 
problems  to  be  solved,  since  the  expense  of  a  small  school  is 
the  same  as  for  a  larger  one.  A  practical  plan  for  the  consoli- 
dation of  our  schools  would  not  only  lessen  our  yearly  expenses 
ver}'  materially,  but  what  is  of  greater  importance,  give  longer 
terms,  make  a  well  regulated  course  of  study  possible.  No 
teacher,  however  efficient,  can  do  really  satisfactory  work  in  a 
school  of  from  two  to  seven  pupils.  If  there  were  less  absences- 
our  schools  would  amount  to  much  more.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  personal  feelings  and  prejudices  are  allowed  by  parents  tO' 
influence  school  life.  A  friendly,  helpful  spirit  in  patrons,  will 
insure  a  good  school  where  criticism  will  almost  ruin  it.  Our 
eight  schools  have  been  maintained  for  twenty-six  weeks.  We 
believe  our  teachers  have  been  well  fitted  for  their  work,  as  a 
whole,  and  that  about  an  average  year's  advancement  has  been 
made.  The  shed  at  Wood  Hill  was  completed  during  the  sum- 
naer  vacation,  and  a  coat  of  paint  put  on  the  house.  Much 
needed  interior  repairs  were  made  at  Bow  Mills  and  the  White 
District.  We  would  recommend  more  frequent  improvements 
of  this  kind,  as  much  expense  might  be  saved  and  our  school 
rooms  made  more  pleasant. 

BOW    MILLS. 

This  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Maude  I.  Putney  through- 
out the  year.  The  attendance  was  good,  and  the  examinations 
proved  tiiat  faithful  work  had  been  done,  and  a  good  degree  of 
advancement  made. 

SOUTH     BOW. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Lantry  of  Hooksett.  The 
average  attendance  was  but  three,  and  consequently  no  marked 
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results  were  possible,  though  we  believe  the  teacher  was  faith- 
ful in  her  work.  Winter  term  iu  charge  of  Sterling  A.  Colby. 
A  slight  increase  in  numbers  made  the  school  more  interesting, 
and  good  improvement  was  evidently  made. 

WOOD    HILL. 

Miss  Grace  E.  Sullivan,  teacher  through  the  year.  While 
the  advancement  was  not  as  marked  as  we  might  wish,  we 
think,  with  experience,  Miss  Sullivan  ma}'  become  a  successful 
teacher. 

WHITE    SCHOOL. 

This  school  for  the  year,  witli  Mrs.  Nellie  J.  Bloomfield  as 
teacher,  did  well,  the  pupils  seeming  to  just  get  hold  of  hard 
work.  On  account  of  some  of  the  former  pupils  attending 
higher  institutions  of  learning,  and  others  moving  to  other 
towns,  the  attendance  was  quite  small. 

Mrs.  Bloomfield  is  a  faithful,  conscientious  teacher,  having 
the  welfare  of  her  pupils  at  heart. 

NORTH    BOW. 

This  school,  under  the  tuition  of  Miss  Myra  Page,  was  one 
of  the  mcst  successful  years  taught  by  her.  The  hard  work 
and  untiring  patience  she  so  earnestly  practised  day  by  day, 
told  in  the  final  examination.  We  trust  she  may  still  be 
entrusted  with  the  care  of  the  children  in  our  schools  for  the- 
future   good  of  the  same. 

RIVER    ROAD 

In  charge  of  Miss  Birdie  E.  Gage  of  Pembroke. 

Miss  Gage  has  taught  several  terms  in  this  school  with 
marked  success.  The  united  efforts  of  all  have  made  this  one 
of  the  best  schools  in  town. 

BOG. 

Spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Florence  L.  Fowler  of 
Epsom.  Miss  Fowler  taught  the  previous  term  with  good 
results,  and  this  was  also  a  successful  term. 

Fall  and  winter  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  L.  Gage  of  Hook 
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sett.  This  was  Miss  Gage's  first  attempt  at  teacliiug,  and  with 
a  school  of  but  three  scholars  for  most  of  the  term,  she  had 
but  little  opportunity  to  demonstrate  her  ability  as  a  teacher.

<jould  be  expected.
